DRAW POKER IN LONDON CLUBS 
A 


UCTION bridge is a game of skill, as the 


London police see it, and draw poker is 


a game of chance, says the Brooklyn Eagle. 
Hence the ruling that draw poker is gambling 
and must not be tolerated in the big clubs that 
have set aside rooms for the distinctively 
American game. We are told that some of the 
clubs propose to defy the order and make a 
legal issue of it. 


Now this is a case where "old men for 


counsel" is a fine suggestion. There must be 
men in London who learned draw poker from 
that great warrior and statesman Gen. Robert 
dimming Schenck, .United States ambassador 
at the Court of St. James from 1870 to 1876- 
Only half a century has, elapsed. We don't 
believe any Englishman who played with 
"Bob" Schenck would think for a moment of 
draw poker as anything but a game of skill. 


As a matter of fact, it is a, game of skill, 


tho. as in all card games, luck enters it as a 
temporary factor. In the long run the skillful 
plajer wins out. 


What has confused the London police is 


the fact that the skill of this particular game 
ties not in the cards themselves or the hand- 
ing of them but in psycho-analysis practiced 
on the prairies and in the mining camps long, 
long before the word was invented. A game 
of draw poker is a microcosm of the business 
competition of complex civilization. The man 
who keeps his temper, knows when to stay out 
and when to come in, and estimates correctly 
the strength or weakness of others when he 
does come in, is the good poker player. Bluff 
Is no more a part of the game than it is a part 
of 
business 
Likewise, not 
playing with 


crooks is a good rule in each field. 


If the London clubs are insistent on their 


rights the police will have to back down They 
haven't a leg to stand on. That is clear 
enough to every American mind,

DO THE UTTERANCES PROCLAIM 


DESPAIR? 


N closing his dissenting opinion in the reor- 


ganization code case Ohio Supreme Court 


Justice James G Johnson gave utterance to 
this striking thought, says the Cincinnati En- 
quirer: ^ 


"I have felt it my duty to place this dis- 


aent upon the record in the hope that it might 
to some extent, operate to check further ten- 
dency to disregard the plain provisions of our 
constitution, however vain and fanciful that 
liope may be " 


It is hard to sense the depth of despair for 


constitutional government thus sounded by the 
learned Associate Justice. 
Its mere reading 


gives us a chill, an uncomfortable feeling, a 
strange perception of peril that we know not 
of, a foreboding that the land of law and order 
may suddenly turn riotous red, an apprehen- 
sion that tumult may bring the man on horse- 
back, and that free developmeitx, may end in 
the night of oppression. 


Is the situation so serious? We hope not. 


Great wrongs have been remedied, and they 
have been remedied without recourse to force. 
In the same case, in a dissenting opinion like- 
wise, an associate asks whether this is, in fact, 
another Dred Scott decision. Here again we 
have a picture of years of horrors, of wrongs 
avenged in national sacrifice, of great griev- 
ances redressed in tears and suffering. 
But 


is there no simpler course7 


Some learned men argue the need of re- 


formation of the language of constitutions that 
rights may be more clearly set forth. We can- 
not reconcile such a step with sound judg- 
ment, nor yet with the despair of those who 
see our governmental fabric torn and rent. 
The dissenting Judges tell us that the provi- 
sions are so clear that plain men understand j 


I 


written if these already are clear? If safe- 
guards can be undone by legal legerdemain, 
why try to outwit those who would make a 
mockery of plain words? 


Men long ago questioned and still do ques- ' 


tion whether government that rests upon the 
consent of the governed can endure. Men 
doubted whether this country or any other 
country which depended for existence upon 
anything other than brute force might con- 
tinue, In the world at large military autocracy 
has been pretty well destroyed. Is it to be fol- 
lowed by a judicial autocracy? 


We think not Between the majority and 


the minority of the Ohio Supreme Court the 
battle is not yet over. If the majority be right, 
the mmoiity must acquiesce. But if the ma- 
jority were wrong (and the preponderance of 
opinion at this hour tends that way), the voices 
of condemnation for the perverse Judges will 
be heard even in the cloistered halls of th* 
Courts. There, as m Courts of Kings and in 
powerful chancei les, the still, small voice will 
make itself felt. The hour will dawn when 
the force of condemnation will make itself so 
potent that those who sought darkness rather 
than light will flee e'en as the guilty when no 
man pursueth. 


Our thought is that the minority need not 


feel so deeply aggrieved. Historical wrongs 
have a manner of coming up for review again 
and again, and woe to the statesman or the 
jurist who fails to comprehend this fact, writ- 
ten deep in human history.
